Willie Freeland, fourteen years old, 
is dead and his brother Arthur lies 
at the General Hospital seriously in¬ 
jured as a result of a collision be¬ 
tween an auto in which they were 
riding and a Los Angeles street car 
Saturday night. * What started out to 
as a merry family camping party 
turned to bitter tragedy in a flash. 

Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Walsworth of 
East Montecito Avenue and Mrs. 
Eunice Freeland of Sierra Madre 
canyon, with their families, left Si¬ 
erra Madre in the evening for a week 
end camping trip to the beach. Mr. 
and Mrs. Walsworth, Mrs. Freeland 
and the younger children were in 
Mr. Walworth’s touring car. They 
were followed by Arthur and Willie 
Freeland in a Ford delivery truck 
carrying the camp equipment. The 
former, who is employed by Mr. 
Walsworth at the Sierra Madre Feed 
A Fuel, was driving. 

As the party travelled south on 
Hoover Street in the neighborhood 
of 62nd, about ten o’clock there was 
a congestion of traffic. Mr. Wals¬ 
worth got through and as the boys 
attempted to pass another car they 
swung over onto the northbound 
track just in time to collide with 
a rapidly moving street car. The 
front of the truck was demolished 
and the boys were thrown violently 
against the windshield. Willie’s 
head was wedged between the front 
and the auto top. Both boys were 
badly cut by the glass and bled pro¬ 
fusely. 

The merry party turned sorrowful¬ 
ly in the direction from which they 
had come as the boys were remove’d 
to the emergency hospital. The 
younger boy’s skull was found to be 
fractured. As soon as possible the 
boys were removed to the General 
Hospital. Sunday evening an opera¬ 
tion was agreed upon as the only 
possible means of saving the life of 
Willie who had never regained con¬ 
sciousness. The skull was found to j 
have been crushed like an eggshell 
and the little fellow passed away 
almost exactly 24 hours after the 
accident 

X-ray photographs of Arthur Free¬ 
land’s head showed the skull was not 
fractured as feared. Late reports 
indicate probable recovery, which 
was at first thought unlikely. ■ | 

Funeral services were conducted , 
^t the Bergien A Cabot chapel on i 
'Thursday by Dr. W. A. Tate in the 
presence of a large company of sor¬ 
rowing friends. Interment took place 
at the Sierra Madre cemetery. 

Mrs. Freeland is left with three 
sons and a daughter: Eldred, Arthur, 
Ida and Ernest. She has the sym¬

j Owners of cats and (iogs have a 
responsibility to prevent a recurrence 
of the hoof and mouth disease, ac¬ 
cording td C. H. Bennett of 473 Au¬ 
burn Avenue, Sierra Madre. Mr. 
Bennett is saiesmanager for the Lar- 
rowe Milling Co., of Los Angeles 
and his duties take him all over 
California and several other western 
states, in close relations with the 
dairy business. While the epidemic 
is apparently over, there are occa¬ 
sional outbreaks, as indicated by the 
condemning of a dairy herd of more 
than 100 head near Clearwater a few 
days ago. 

Whether or not the disease has 
been stampted out in the Lamanda 
Park dairy section remains to be 
determined. Animals are now being 
kept for test purposes on the prem¬ 
ises where so many herds were con¬ 
demned last spring. It is hoped the 
measures taken to eradicate the di- 
sea.se will prove to have been suc¬ 
cessful. 

In the meantime, according to Mr. 
Bennett, cats and dogs should not 
be allowed to roam at large. Dogs 
especially travel long distances, of¬ 
ten unknown to their owners. The 
possibility of their carrying the di¬ 
sease germs from one neighborhood 
to another are too strong to be ig¬ 
nored.

K Is Coming:

The two electric signs desplaying 
the name of Sierra Madre to travel¬ 
lers on the Foothill Boulevard will be 
in position within three weeks, un¬ 
der a contract let Tuesday night 
by the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The signs will be made by the 
California Electric Sign Company. 
One will be placed at the corner of 
Sierra Madre Avenue and one at 
Baldwin Avenue. Each will be 21 
feet 6 inches long and three feet 
high, with 16-inch illuminated letters. 

Secretary Berg of the Chamber of 
Commerce is jubilant because for 
once the funds raised are in excess 
of actual needs. The prices secured 
on competitive bids were considerable 
lower than preliminary estimates, and 
the maintenance expense will also be 
lower. As a result there will be a 
considerable balance left of the 
$1600 raised for the purpose and now 
in the bank. The contract price 
for the two signs is $559.17. To 
this must be adde<l the cost of poles 
and erection expenses, as well as 
electric current and lamp renewals. 
There will be no expense for current 
until the power shortage is relieved I 
somewhat as the signs must remain 
dark until the Edison Company can ; 
meet more essential demands.

Ample evidence of Sierra Madre

It is my hope that this series of 
chicken articles I am writing for the 
Sierra Madre News will be of help to 
every poultryman in our community 
and for this reason 1 will confine 
my subjects to seasonable happen¬ 
ings in the chickenyard. One of our 
problems at this time of the year is 
in fighting one of the hen’s worst 
enemies, worms. 

The worm is a parasite that is 
nurtured and fed by the elements 
that should go to making of bone, 
tissue and the formation of eggs. 
The hen is just preparing to go into 
moult and slow up on egg production 
so we must take drastic methods 
to get rid of the worms that are sap¬ 
ping her vitality and therefore slow¬ 
ing up her egg production. 

Death to Fowls 

Worms are more frequently pres¬ 
ent in chickens than any would be¬ 
lieve and the mortality of fowls so 
infectelT is very high. Practically 
the only way to determine the pres¬ 
ence of worms in a flock is to ex¬ 
amine the intestinal track of a dead j 
fowl, however some symptoms of j 
worms are staggering, indigestion,! 
brownish diarrhea, ami at times they I 
are thrown off and can be detected 
in the droppings. The “wire” worms 
are small, threadlike and round, and' 
white in color and vary in length 
from a pin point to about five inches 
in length. .A great many times the 
entire tract is found filled with these 
worms and they will continue to 
multiply, causing death unless very 
strong methods are used to kill them. 

There are a number of good rem- 
idies on the market that will ex-! 
pel or di.ssolve these worms. I rec-' 
commend first using a remedy con¬ 
taining nicotine as an expellent, 
cleaning the dropping boards very 
early in the morning following this 
treatment to pjrevent the hens from 
eating worms in the droppings. Then 
follow up with a dose of salts which 
should be eleven ounces of salts to 
a hundred hens mixed in the mash 
and dampened until it is a crumbly 
mixture so they will relish it. Last¬ 
ly I would follow this a week later 
with a reme<ly that will dissolve any 
remaining worms and their larva us 
they propagate into thousands daily. 

i.)ther Varieties 

Tape woj-ms, although they show 
the same symptoms require a diff¬ 
erent treatment. Cook the following 
mixture for two hours; Wheat, one 
pint; oats, one pint; concentrated 
lye, one teaspoonful; and water 
enough to cover. Birds that are in¬ 
fested with tape worms should be 
fasted about eighteen hours, then 
fed all of this mixture they will 
eat, at the same time giving them 
plenty of water to drink. Fast again 
for twenty four hours and then give 
a second dose. Birds may become 
reinfested, as it is reccommended to 
give this treament every two months 
from May until November. Bear in 
mind that fasting will upset produc¬ 
tion. 

Young pullets are very liable to 
have gape worms in the trachea. 
They obstruct the windpipe, causing 
the fowl to cough with a wheezing 
noise and gasp for breath at the 
same time expelling a frothy whitish 
substance at the mouth. \ feather 
with all the barbs removeil except 
those at the extreme tip, dipped in 
turpentine, run down the trachea and 
twisted will dislodge the worms. In 
using turpentine care should be taken 
not to strangle the bird by placing 
to much on instrument used.

I To Build Roads 

To get to the dam site it has been 
, necessary for the engineers to con- 
i struct two ladders over the fails. 

The dam to be constructed will be 
what is termed a “constaitt angle" 
dam. This is a patented construc¬ 
tion, but is best fitted to the type of 
the canyon. The main principle of 
the “constant angle" dam is that it 
is built at a certain given angle, 
about one-third of a circle, with the 
curve up the canyon, so that any 
pressure exerted on the dam will 
only force it closer together and in¬ 
crease the resistance. It will be 
built to carry at least twice the 
load that has ever been recorded in 
flood time, so will be absolutely safe. 

The concrete wall of the dam will 
be seven feet across at the top, but 
will increase to thirty-five feet at the 
bottom. 

The main purposes of the dam are 
to prevent floods and conserve the 
water. 

It will also prevent the wash¬ 
ing away of the top soil, and tend 
to build up the value of the land 
for agricultural purposes. 

Filing on Surplus 

The conservation of water is 
another important item. Just at 
present, several companies and mun¬ 
icipalities have filed on the water 
that will be impounded, including 
Sierra Madre, Arcadia and Cook- 
Wowiley Co. There are several 
other cities that would come a long 
distance to be sure of a water sup¬ 
ply. 

The dam would impound 1630 acre 
feet, which is, roughly, five hundred 
million gallons of water. As the 
water increases over a certain pres¬ 
sure on the dam, it would be released 
gradually. 

Even if the water were not piped 
away directly, but were allowed to 
flow gradually down the channel, it 
would do immeasurable good, for it 
would raise the level of water in the 
wells along its entire course, accord¬ 
ing to pa.st experiences of engineers. 
Artesian well districts, once preva¬ 
lent over this district, Ijave now al¬ 
most disappeared and the water level 
througnout Southern California has 
lowered alarmingly in the last twen¬ 
ty years.
